SC MEETING ON IRAQI COMPLAINT- 

FRENCH DISCLOSED THAT IN CONSULTATIONS ON IRAQI REQUEST 
THAT SPECIFIC DATE BE SET FOR SECOND SC MEETING HAD RUN INTO 
CONSIDERABLE RELUCTANCE ON PART SC MEMBERS. BEFORE MEETING, 
FRENCH SUGGESTED ONE WAY OUT WAS FOR SC PRES TO ANNOUNCE 
DATE "SUBJECT TO FURTHER CONSULTATIONS." 

IRANIANS TOLD MISOFF THEY COULD AGREE TO FIX DATE BUT WOULD 
OPPOSE ANY RES PROPOSED BY IRAQ. PERSONALLY, THEY BELIEVED 
TEHRAN COULD AGREE TO NEUTRAL RES, INCLUDING FACT-FINDING 
MISSION, BUT ONLY IF IT WERE PROPOSED BY FRIENDLY DEL RATHER THAN

SECURITY COUNCIL— IRAQI COMPLAINT AGAINST IRAN 

SC, AT FEB. 15, MEETING, HEARD EL-SHIBIB S (IRAQ) COMPLAINT 
OF CONTINUING ACTS OF AGGRESSION LAUNCHED BY IRANIAN ARMED FORCES, 
AND HOVEYDA'S (IRAN) STATEMENT IT WAS IRAN THAT WAS "VICTIM 
OF AGGRESSION." BOTH EXERCISED RIGHT OF REPLY. IRAQI REP 
EXPRESSED HIS GOVT S READINESS TO IMMEDIATELY ENTER INTO 
NEGOTIATIONS ONCE IRAN RECOGNIZED ITS OBLIGATION UNDER 1937 
BORDER TREATY, AND IRANIAN REP REPLIED IRAN DOES NOT CON- 
SIDER TREATY VALID BUT IS WILLING NEGOTIATE ON BASIS OF 
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ACCEPTED PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND JUSTICE, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT INTERESTS OF TWO PARTIES. PRES DE 
GUIRINGAUD (FRANCE) STATED ONE OF PARTIES EXPRESSED WISH 
THAT SPECIFIC DATE BE SET FOR RESUMPTION OF SESSION, AND, 

ON BASIS OF CONSULTATION, HE ADJOURNED MEETING ON UNDERSTANDING 
SC WOULD CONTINUE FEB. 20 AT TIME TO BE DETERMINED. 

EL-SHIBIB, REFERRING TO IRAQI JUBILATION OVER WIDE-RANGING 
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MEASURES FOG ECONOMIC IMPROVEMENT ANNOUNCED BY HIS GOVT 
ONLY WEEK AGO, ASKED WHY WHENEVER ANYTHING NEW AND 
CONSTRUCTIVE UNDERTAKEN BY IRAQ SOMETHING OF NATURE OF 
IRANIAN AGGRESSION TOOK PLACE. HE GAVE HISTORY OF BORDER 
PROBLEM, SAID IRAN TRUNED DOWN OFFER OF SPECIAL MISSION OR 
SUBMISSION OF CASE TO ICJ, STATED THERE WERE 
NOW "HEAVY CONCENTRATIONS OF IRANIAN TROOPS ALONG BORDERS 
AND INSIDE IRAQI TERRITORY", AND ASSERTED IRAQ WAS "CONFRONTED 
BY AMBITIOUS, EXPANSIONIST AND EXPENSIVELY-ARMED WAR MACHINE, 
ASPIRING TO PLAY PART OF SUPERPOWER." IRANIAN VISIONS OF 
DOMINANCE EXTENDED EVEN TO INDIAN OCEAN. HE CLAIMED IRAN'S 
ACTIONS APPEARED TO INTERPRET "NIXON DOCTRINE" TO MEAN 
"US WILL HELP THOSE WHO HELP THEMSELVES-TO TERRITORIES OF 
OTHER PEOPLE." SPEAKING OF ABU MUSA, HE SAID IRAN ALLOWED 
US ESTABLISH KEY ELECTRONIC LISTENING POST THERE. AT ONE 
POINT HE STATED BORDER PROBLEM WAS INSOLUBLE BECAUSE IRAN 
REFUSED RENOUNCE ITS TERRITORIAL CLAIMS AGAINST IRAQ AND 
IRAQ REFUSED CEDE ANY PART OF ITS TERRITORY TO IRANIAN 
INTRUDERS. SC WAS DUTY BOUND TO SEE THAT JUSTICE WAS DONE, 

RULE OF LAW UPHELD. AND PEACE AND STABILITY RESTORED TO 
AREA, HE CONCLUDED. 

HOVEYDA STATED IRAQ INTRODUCED HEAVY WEAPONS AND SET UP 
BREAST- WORKS IN BORDER AREA AND ITS ARMED ELEMENTS CARRIED 
OUT INCURSIONS INTO IRANIAN TERRITORY, 

CAUSING CASUALTIES AND DAMAGE. IN ADDITION, IT HAD 
EXPELLED LARGE NUMBERS OF IRANIANS WHO HAD BEEN LIVING FOR 
GENERATIONS IN IRAQ, HAD CARRIED OUT "INCREDIBLE AND HATEFUL 
CAMPAIGN OF INSULTS" AGAINST IRANIAN GOVT, OVER RADIO 
AND TV "INCITED OUR PEOPLE TO REBEL," AND SET UP TRAINING 
CAMPS FOR TERRORISTS WHO WERE THEN SENT INTO IRAN TO 
CARRY OUT SABOTAGE. IN INCITING PEOPLE OF IRAN TO REBEL, 

IRAQ LAID STRESS ON IRANIAN PROVINCE CONTAINING MAIN OIL 
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INDUSTRY AND HAD SAID IT SHOULD BE "UNITED WITH OUR ARAB 
HOMELAND." ALSO VERITABLE ARSENAL OF WEAPONS HAD BEEN SHIPPED 
INTO CAPITAL OF ANOTHER COUNTRY IN AREA BY IRAQ, UNDER COVER 
OF DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY, FOR USE BY SUBVERSIVES. LAST 
WEEK'S "BLOODY ENCOUNTER" TOOK PLACE ON IRANIAN, NOT IRAQI. 

SOIL. IF IRAQ CONTENDED TERRITORY CONCERNED WAS ITS OWN, 

THAT WAS QUESTION OF BOUNDARY WHICH WOULD HAVE TO BE AGREED 
BY BOTH SIDES. HOVEYDA SAID IRAN DID NOT WANT CONFRONTATION 
WITH IRAQ BUT DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS SEEKING SETTLEMENT OF ALL 
THEIR DIFFERENCES, TAKING ACCOUNT OF LEGITIMATE INTERESTS 
OF BOTH SIDES. HE HOPED SC WOULD RECOMMEND TO IRAQ THAT IT 
EXPLORE ACTION ALONG THESE LINES. 

IN RIGHT OF REPLY, EL-SHIBIB CONTENDED ISSUE WAS WHETHER 
IRAN RECOGNIZED ITS OBLIGATIONS UNDER 1973 TREATY. IF SO, 
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IRAQ WAS PREPARED TO DISCUSS EVERY ISSUE WITH IRAN. IT 
WAS NECESSARY TO KNOW WHERE IRAN'S BORDERS WERE AND WHERE ITS 
CLAIMS ENDED. HOVEYDA REPEATED IRAN'S READINESS TO 
NEGOTIATE WPTH IRAQ IN ACCORDANCE WITH PRINCIPLES OF INTER- 
NATIONAL LAW AND JUSTICE. BUT NOTED IRANIAN DEL WHICH WENT TO 
BAGHDAD IN 1969 TO BEGIN NEGOTIATIONS HAD TO RETURN HOME 
BECAUSE OF IRAQ'S UNWILLINGNESS. EL-SHIBIB AGAIN EXPRESSED 
IRAQ'S READINESS FOR DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS ONCE IRAN RECOGNIZED 
ITS OBLIGATIONS UNDER 1937 TREATY, AND HOVEYDA TOLD HIM IRAN ALREADY 
STATED IT DID NOT CONSIDER 1937 TREATY VALID BUT WAS PREPARED 
NEGOTIATE ON BASIS OF PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND 
JUSTICE. (REPEATED INFO TEHRAN, AND BEIRUT FOR BAGHDAD)
